In partnership with HandsOn Greater Phoenix’s Your 
Experience Counts program, members assist teachers in the 
class room by tutoring students in grade 3 – 6 in reading, 
writing, and math.   
 
Members who work in the roll of volunteer coordinators at our 
partner schools are engaging the neighboring business 
community, working with parent-teacher organizations, 
working on school garden projects, recruit tutors and mentors, 
and develop and implement strategies and processes to 
strengthen the volunteer program at the school they serve.

Maya High School’s project aims to better prepare students 
grade 9-12 for the workplace. Thanks to the AmeriCorps 
member serving at Maya, local business are supporting the 
school and students, through employment opportunities for 
students and by educating students in the Job application 
process. With his help, the school has formed a business 
advisory committee which will meet every other month to 
develop and plan mock interviews, employment seminars, 
community service projects and more.  
 

Elizabeth Wadbrook is working with 3
rd

 grade students of a 
diverse background in the Dysart School District. Her presents 
has supported the teaching and administrative staff and the 
number of students with improved scores, improved 
attendance, and buildable skill learning foundations has 
increased. Last not least, Elizabeth finds the experience 
rewarding. It allows her to continue to utilize the skills she 
gained from a life in the teaching profession and gives her a 
deeper connection to the Dysart community.

History

Engagement. In response to the report, the 
Virginia G. Piper Charitable Trust and the 
Arizona Community Foundation began 
investing in initiatives to investigate issues 
presented in the report from a local 
perspective. And, that’s when Experience 
Matters was born, not yet as an 
organization, but as a consortium of 
community stakeholders.  The consortium 
convened to gather information, best 
practices, develop a vision and 
implementation strategies.  As a result, the 
Experience Matters Consortium was formed 
as a stand-alone organization in early 2009.  
Experience Matters views the national 
service platform as a solution to these local 
inter-generational community needs. Just as 
AmeriCorps has proven successful in helping 
younger people explore, prepare for and 
pursue careers in nonprofit fields, "Encore 
Service" offers a powerful pathway for 
Boomer adults, which will help them 
successfully shift to social service endeavors 
and positively impact the community.
